LOOKING AHEAD 



Last Sunday, in this space, we were looking back on the 
beginnings and earlier developments of this congregation. But 
we must be backward looking only so far as it encourages us to 
work and plan ahead for greater achievements in the work of 
extending His Kingdom. 

In the postwar world the Christian Church will face larger 
opportunities. It will be looked to more than ever for spiritual 
guidance and upbuilding. To it will come another chance to 
carry Christ's gospel to those countries where war has thwarted 
regular missionary activities. At home and abroad doors tem- 
porarily closed will again be wide open. 

To serve well in the new day, to be equal to the new chal- 
lenge, the individual congregations that make up the Church 
will require strong bases all along the home front. In the par- 
ticular section of the Master's vineyard, where Bloor Street 
Church holds the line, we shall be ready for the postwar advance 
only to the extent that we have: (1) a well maintained building 
and equipment in use for worship services and all mid-week 
activities; (2) able and consecrated ministers, an efficient staff 
and a working membership.

$4,500 on November 12th. Early next month a letter from the 
Board will be issued to outline more fully this anniversary appeal.

THE CHURCH OF CHRIST IN WORSHIP AND IN ACTION 

(Extracts from sermon delivered by Dr. Pidgeon on Sunday , October 15th.) 



The Church's object in everything done 
in her name is to lead men to God. We 
teach in the Church School with a view 
to the conversion of our children. Our 
services of worship are directed to the 
same end. One cannot study the teaching 
and example of Jesus without feeling at 
every point that to Him the salvation of 
persons was God's chief aim in all His 
dealings with men. If we fail in this we 
fail to lead them even to begin the 
Christian life. 

The Church is founded on the fact of 
God. Our Church stands on and stands 
for the fact that God is and God reigns, 
that God judges and God saves, and 
that men are called to accept His grace. 
When we are called to support our 
church we are called to maintain a cor- 
porate witness to the Unseen and to 
insist that our destiny depends on God's 
grace. 

Our Church is historic. It has a 
glorious past which we are called to 
fulfil. Our Church is part of the universal 
Church of Christ; it is the universal 
Church in action at this corner. Our 
fathers fought for her faith and her free- 
dom, and carried her message to all the 
world. We must hold high the torch 
they kindled. 

Our work in this congregation is part 
of an enterprise which has been carried 
on through the centuries and now reaches 
out to all the world. If we fail, the Church 
of Christ will be let down at this spot; 
our success will strengthen the whole. 



The public worship of God is a sacred 
obligation. The position of this church 
on the city's thoroughfare is a silent 
summons to worship to everyone who 
sees it. It is a silent announcement of 
our belief in the value of the soul's union 
and communion with God. The services 
of worship which we conduct are chan- 
nels through which our devotion rises to 
God. The Church thus stands at the very 
fount of life. 

This congregation has mid-week activi- 
ties for her young people ministering to 
every side of their nature. The salvation 
of the soul is not enough; the whole man, 
body, soul and spirit, must be brought 
under Christ's dominion. All that we do 
is with a view to the Church's chief end 
in their experience and character. Every 
child knows the Church's object in all that 
she does for him, but it ought to be made 
clear and emphatic at every turn. 

The boys and girls whom we try to 
interest and serve in this church are our 
richest asset. They may upset things once 
in a while, but all our finances and 
equipment are intended to build up their 
manhood or womanhood in Christ. The 
future of the church is with them; if we 
win them and hold them for Christ the 
Church will be a power in the days to 
come. 

Our task at the moment is to bring our 
church up to the ideal in Christ s mind 
for her. Listen,— Christ "the Head, from 
which all the body by joints and bands 
having nourishment ministered, and knit 



together, increaseth with the increase of 
God." 

"A glorious Church, not having spot or 
wrinkle or any such thing, but that it 
should be holy and without blemish." 

"Ye are built upon the foundation of 
the Apostles and Prophets, Jesus Christ 
Himself being the chief corner stone; in 
whom all the building fitly framed to- 
gether groweth unto an holy temple in 
the Lord; in whom ye also are builded 
together for an habitation of God through 
the Spirit." 



It is comparatively easy to apply these 
glowing promises to the Church Univer- 
sal. It is world-wide and, therefore, 
distant, many of its branches are strange 
to us, and we can see them from afar 
in the light of the sunrise. But we are 
painfully conscious of our own limitations 
and defects, and it is hard to take these 
gleaming ideals home to ourselves. 

Yet the church in which I began my 
ministry was just as conscious of her 
faults and failings as we are. The first 
convention I ever attended in Ontario 
was deploring the failure of the young 
people's work. Yet the churches of that 
date gave themselves to Missionary work 
with such confidence and self-sacrifice 
that they planted the Church in every 
land. We can have an ecumenical 



Church to-day because they had the 
courage and faith to claim the world 
for Christ. In that enterprise this congre- 
gation took its full share. If we, their 
descendants and heirs, equally full of 
self-reproach for our defects, give our- 
selves to our tasks with equal devotion, 
we, too, will see God's work prosper in 
our hands. The reason is that although 
we are frail human beings, we are deal- 
ing with divine forces. God turns the 
visions He inspires into realities through 
those that trust him, weak though they 
may be. In fact, their awareness of their 
weakness gives scope for the exercise of 
His power. Take hold, then, of God's 
ideal for this Church, and make it a 
reality. 



I have no regrets, but rather devout 
thankfulness for having given the best 
years of my life to this congregation. In 
this thirtieth year of my labors with you, 
I dare to say that there is no more 
important work facing the Church of 
Christ in Canada than building up a 
powerful congregation at this centre, and 
I believe that you are the men and women 
to do it. Take hold of God's ideal for you 
and call on Him to fulfil it, offering your- 
selves as His agents. God believes in 
you; if you have similar confidence in 
what He can do, through you, then all 
things are possible to them that believe.
